While the necessity of an annual report from the School 
Board to the tax payers and patrons of the schoolsis apparent, 
it is a question in our minds whether publishing in detail all 
mistakes of teachers and unpraisworthy conduct of pupils is 
the most effective method of improvement. Where errors have 
occurred onthe part of the teacher, where not every pupil has 
realized his share of the responsibility of the school-room, it 
seems to us that personal acquaintance with the work going on, 
of those to whom the school should be of great interest, would 
be more helpful than written criticism which might deter from 
entering the profession some whom experience would render ef- 
ficient teachers. We need earnest, faithful teachers, natural 
teachers, who have not only requisite knowledge but ability to 
apply ; and there should also be established in the mind of evy- 
ery student, the importance of personal effort. We think this 
is realized in the majority of our schools, and the work of the 
past year as a whole, thorough and gratifying. Let us encour- 
age our children to obtain a good education—the best possible. 
Neither they or we can ever regret any reasonable sacrifice 
made to attain this end. 
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The school-house in No. 3 has been closed during the year, 
the money of this division being divided between Nos. 4 and 5, 
where the pupils, with the exception of one, taught at home, at- 
tended. 

In submitting our report we would call attention to an appro- 
priation for repairs or construction of school buildings, hoping 
it will meet with a resonable response the present season.

The Trustees of the Haynes’ Library herewith respectfully 
present their third annual report, together with the report of O. 
S. Gale, Treasurer of the board, and of Mrs. G. A. Bullock, 
Librarian, each of which sets forth in detail the affairs of the 
library which have come before them. Mrs. Bullock has filled 
the office of Librarian to the satisfaction of the trustees, and 
received for compensation $.50 per day. The Trustees and 
Treasurer have performed all duties incumbent on them with- 
out any compensation. The Librarian reports 652 books on 
Feb. 25th. There have been 145 more books bought, but were 
received too late for the Librarian’s report, which will make a 
total of 797, besides several pamphlets which are not cata- 
logued. | 

About 100 books have been rebound during the year. 

As there was not room for all the books, new shelves anda 
counter have been put up on one side of the room exactly like 
those already in use.
